PROBLEM OF DISPOSAL 
Could any of us in thp days of our youth 
have dreamed that the disposal of ashes 
could become a serious problem? Clean 
ing out the furnace or the cook stove wasn’t 
the nicest job we knew, but after that 
chore was finished we just gathered thq 
ashes together, carried them away and that 
was that! 
Now along comes nuclear science to com 
plicate things. Nuclear fission can be trans­ 
lated into electric power, but the process 
leaves behind waste products that are ra­ 
dioactive to the point where they could 
become a serious health hazard unless dis­ 
posed of properly. 
A committee of the 
National Academy of Sciences has reported 
on its preliminary investigation of this 
problem, which is of great importance to 
everyone. 
At present, most fadioactive fission prod­ 
ucts are stored in tanks and disposed of in 
the deep recesses of the sea. That method 
obviously is not satisfactory when one con­ 
siders that atomic waste must be isolated 
for centuries before it becomes harmless. 
During those centuries, the waste may es­ 
cape its containers and pollute the oceans. 
The committee has proposed that atomic

But what they propose is a tem­ 
porary cure. The end result may 
be some permanent improvements 
in the sy stem. 
Labeled as ‘Dole’ 
House Democrats have come up 
with a plan which would provide 
government money outright, a gift, 
to ex tend unemploy ment pay not 
only to the jobless people who’ve 
used what they ’re entitled to un­ 
der state laws, but also to many 
never eligible under the present 
sy stem. President Eisenhower y es­ 
terday called that a “dole...nothing

Under Elsenhower’s own

would be a loan to the states, to be 
repaid in cash or higher tax es. 
This country —which had lagged 
far behind Europe in providing 
some kind of pay for people who 
hrst their jobs through no fault of 
their own — began its unemploy ­ 
ment insurance sy stem in 1935. 
It works this way : Employ ers in 
all states—and employ es, too, in a 
few states—are tax ed. A fraction 
of the tax goes to the federal gov­ 
ernment. The rest goes into the in­ 
dividual states’ funds.

About 43 million workers 
are covered by the sy stem if they 
lose their jobs. 
But millions of workers are not 
covered and therefore can draw no 
unemploy ment benefits if they lose 
their jobs. 
For ex ample: 
farm 
workers, the self-employ ed, domes­ 
tics, and employ es of non-profit 
organizations. 
Right now there are about 5,200,- 
000 people out of jobs. Many thou­ 
sands of them have ex hausted all 
the unemploy ment pay due them. 
Perhaps as many as 2 ,100,000 more 
are not covered and are ineligible 
for unemploy ment pay . The Demo­ 
cratic plan would cover most of 
them too. Eisenhower’s wouldn’t.

That was the gist of a report 
issued today by the National Edu­ 
cation Assn. after a state-by-state 
survey.

The nation's public schools now 
need '220,000 more teachers, the 
report said. Only about 83,000 of 
this spring's qualified graduates 
are expected to ent^r the teach­ 
ing field. That leaves a net short­ 
age of about 135,000. 
The number of graduates quali­ 
fied to teach in grade school is 
estimated at 44.000. the same as 
last year.

NEW YORK LTV—The first of the 
anti-recession moves—easier cred­ 
it and cheaper money—is begin­ 
ning to take hold today at the 
grass roots level. 
Its effectiveness is in doubt still 
because, for one thing, it is partly 
offset by the sutbbornly rising cost 
* of living. 
It’s easier today for business 
and individuals to borrow — and 
then spend. It’s harder for indi­ 
viduals to balance their budgets 
and buy more—an anti-recession 
move of whose effectiveness there 
is little doubt. 
The 
easier 
credit 
move 
was 
started last fall by the Federal 
Reserve Board. In a series of 
moves it has given the banks a 
sizably larger amount of money to 
lend and it has forced interest 
rates down—although it took real­ 
ly drastic steps to make the banks 
drop their charges for loans. 
Remains to Be Seen 
Business and individuals have 
been led to the trough of easier 
credit and cheaper money. It is 
still to be seen whether they’ll 
drink. 
Business is still borrowing large 
sums, both on short term loans 
from the banks and on long term 
issues sold to investors. But the 
demand for these loans isn’t as 
great as it was.

Some of the food price rise is 
seasonal. Some is due to freakish 
winter weather that cut supplies. 
•Some is due to less livestock com­ 
ing to market because ranchers 
are rebuilding herds trimmed dur­ 
ing the long drought. 
But part of the blame is put on 
the consumer. Grocers and butch­ 
ers say that the housewife grum­ 
bles but goes right on buying the 
choicest foods. These are the most 
expensive to start with. The steady 
demand for them even in the face 
of dwindling supplies has aggra­ 
vated the price rise.

WASHINGTON <f» -The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation reported 
today that m ajor crim es increased 
by 3,531 in New York State during 
19 57 . 
The 
pattern

The bureau, on the basis of re­ 
turn s from 186 New York cities, 
reported a total of 187 ,215 crim es 
in the m ajor categories of m ur­ 
der, negligent m anslaughter, rape, 
robbery , aggravated assault, bur­ 
glary -, larceny , theft and auto theft 
in 1957 . This was 3,531 more than 
the com parable 1956 total. 
Some categories however showed 
a slight decline. Murder and non- 
negligent m anslaughter, for exam ­ 
ple. dipped to 37 1 in 1957 compared 
to 37 4 in 1956. 
Rape and robbery also showed 
slight declines. All other categories 
were up.
